intend to present the Operas of I/ Barbiere di Seviglia, Il Turco in 
Italia, La Gazza Ladra, and Don Giovanni. The representations, 
at Birmingham, were nightly attended by overflowing audiences, and 
the company was requested to prolong its stay, but its engagements at 
Edinburgh would not permit it.

He then with the utmost cool- 
ness, continued his part —'uret de Londres. 

During the reign of Cromwel!, when stage-plays in public were so 
strictly prohibited, there were, besides the entertainments set on foot 
by Sir William Daveuant, at Rutland House, occasional representa- 
tions of plays at the houses of the nobility ; and Holland-House, among 
its other memorable associations, is particularly mentioned as having 
teen used for this purpose. ‘hese performances, however, though 
elandestine, or at least connived at by the ruling powers, had for their 
object, to give relief to the unemployed players.
